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HEALTH TALKS 


The health talk 
of the 
Pennsyl­ 
vania Department of Health is pre­ 
pared this week by Dr. E dgar S. 
Everhart, Associate Director, Bureau 
of Communicable Diseases. 
Doctor 
Everhart says:— 
“Two decades ago more persdns in j 
Pennsylvania died 
each year from j 
typhoid fever than the number now 
contracting this disease in a year’s 
JI time. 
“When it was finally realized that 
fever 
with 
its 
resultant 
misery and death was needless, com­ 
munities adopted 
measures 
to pre­ 
vent it. 
Today no one regrets the j 
money spent in providing 
a 
filtered [ 
w ater supply, properly disposing of! 
sewage and in the taking of necessary | 
measures to insure safe food stuffs. 
The lesson is 
that, 
in 
m atters 
of i 
health, the returns are worth the cost 
many times over. 
“In 
1905 
typhoid 
was 
a 
com­ 
munity problem; today 'it is an in­ 
dividual one. 
The State Health De­ 
partm ent records indicate that the 
m ajor portion of 2,092 infections dur­ 
ing 1924 came not in epidemics, hut 
in isolated cases. In the several small 
epidemics either water or milk were 
responsible; and 
this, 
in 
spite 
of 
warnings given before tho outbreak. 
“Persons 
who 
contract 
typhoid 
fever in Pennsylvania today, in most 
cases, 
are 
not 
entirely 
blameless. 
With the free facilities offered for 
investigation 
of 
water 
and 
food, 
almost everyone can satisfy himself 
as to their 
purity. 
In 
addition, a 
simple, safe and reliable means of! 
protection is offered. 
Typhoid fever 
prophylaxis, which is 
a 
preventive 
measuto administered by physicians, 
has stood the test of time and can he 
relied upon thoroughly 
to 
protect 
those unable to protect themselves. 
“Typhoid fever to the extent that 
it exists today is a sad commentary 
on the carelessness of people gener­ 
ally. 
It is certain that, were proper 
observance 
always 
made 
of 
well 
known and simple sanitary rules, the 
disease could soon be brought almost 
to the vanishing point. 
Chloride of 
lime, or even 
fresh unslaked 
lime, 
when added to the discharges coming 
from the bodies of typhoid patients, 
will effectually destroy tho myriads of 
bacteria which are produced during 
the active stage of the disease. I won­ 
der how many times this simple pro­ 
cedure is conscientously carried out 
by those responsible for the care of 
patients. 
It is not rash to say that 
if all persons could be brought to a 
full realization of their responsibility, 
typhoid fever would soon be buried in 
the grave which now is reserved for 
its many victims.”
